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SUBMARINE CONTROVERSY 


The United States government 
has’ taken the only course open 
to’ it in rejecting the impossible 
request of the allies who asked 
that we deny asylum to Ger- 
many’s submarines, an opinion 
which is shared in by the press 
of ‘the nation generally, regard- 
less of political affiliations. This 
attitude is expressed by the Fres- 
no Herald in the following: 

The allies pleaded that subma- 
rines are a type distinct from all 
others: that they are hard to rec- 
ognize and identify. The allies 
even hinted that they might, in- 
advertently of course, sink one 
of our own submarines, thinking 
it belonged to Germany. 

The United States has answer- 


ed that the allies must carry the 


responsibility for any such action 
because this government does not 
propose to shut off the German 
undersea craft. 

England and ‘her friends has 
aitempted to make their own law 
when they said: 

“In view of the development 
of submarine navigation, and by 
reason of acts which in the pres- 
ent circumstances may be unfor- 
tunately expected from enemy 
submarines, the allied govern- 
ments consider it necessary, in 
order not only to safeguard their 
belligerent rights and liberty of 
commercial navigation, but also 
to avoid risks of dispute, to urge 
neutral governments to take ef- 
fective measures, if they have not 
already done so, with a view to 
preventing belligerent submarine 
vessels, whatever the purpose to 
which they are put, from making 
use of neutral waters, roadsteads 
and por 

And we answered in this entire. 
ly proper and pleasing manner: 

‘The government of the United 
States reserves its liberty of ac- 
tion in all respects and will treat 
such vessels as, in its opinion, be. 
comes the action of a power which 
may be said to have taken the 
first steps toward establishing 
the principles of neutrality and 
which fur over a century has 
maintained those principles in the 
traditional spirit and high sens¢ 


of impartially in which they were 
conceived. 


In order, however, that there 
should be no ‘misunderstanding 
as to the attitude of the United 
States, the government of the 


United States announces to the 


allied powers that it holds it tc 
be the duty of belligerent powers 
to distinguish between submarines 
cf neutral and belligerent nation- 


ality, and that responsibility for 


any conflict that may arise be- 
tween belligerent warships and 
neutral submarines, on account 
of neglect of a belligerent to so 
distinguish between these classes 
of submarines, must rest entirely 
upon the negligent power.’’ 
This is no more than the allies 
deserve. They have been rebuk-

If that were to 
happen, the Bank of England 
note or the government note 
would not rank as high as the 
sovereign, and, consequently, thx 
prices of everything we should 
buy abroad would rise.
